IN ITS HISTORY 


A Vote Was Passed Expres- 


sing Want of Confidence 


in Government. 


Berlin, Jan. 30.—The German im- 


perial parliament today passed for 
the first time in its hibtory a vote of 
•want o£ confidence In the govern- 
ment. 


The question before the house -was 


the approval of tie government's re- 
ply to the interpellation of the chan- 
cellor by the Poles, yesterday. They 
asked what the chancellor intended 
to do to "prevent the expropriation 
of Polish land oivners in Prussia by 
the Prussian government, a measure 
Irreconcilable with the Spirit of the 
imperial constitution. 


The house today carried by 231 


against 97 a resolution of disappro- 
val of Dr. Hermann Lisco's reply in 
which he said the matter was purely 
an internal One for Prussia and had 
nothing to jlo **ith the imperial par- 
liament. 


The Poles, clericals and socialists 


joined to form the majority.

progressives in the house abstained' 
froia voting, ajguing that the impe- 
rial parliament -ras without juris- 
diction on a question affecting one 
of the states of the empire.

His has been a life 


of deeds and action.

death, bu they lend no aid to the 
identification 
A card in tbe pocket 


bears he name and the picture of 
W, H. Hastings, the keeper of a wine 
room and saloon in Bellevue, Ohio, 
and used by him 
in 
bis business, 


showed that the man had been In 
and about Bellevue. The pay envel- 
ope also bore 
tbe 
advertisement, 


"Buy Your Clothing aad Shoes at 
the Big Store, Cook's; Beilevue and 
Clyde." 
From this it was evident 


tbat his employers had been located 
In or about one of these towns, and 
the saloonlst's card seemed to show 
that <t was the former. 


Immediately .upon 
arriving 
In 


Lima with the body a complete In- 
vestigation was begun by Coroner 
Curtis, but 
nothing definite was 


found out. The man was apparently 
about 45 years of age, wore a mus- 
tache, -which was black mixed slight- 
ly with gray, and neatly trimmed: 
the hair was dark with a slight bafd 
spot upon the crown of the bead 
He 
was 
about 5 feet 7 Inches In 


height, and 
weighed 
about 
133 


pounds 


He was neatly dressed, as tboug'i 


he had prepared for the occasion, as 
he wore a shirt that was apparently 
clean at the timp of the death, a sep- 
arate collar and a cravat. 
His en- 


tire appearance *as one which would 
eliminate the idea of death as a re- 
lief from want 
He carried about 


thirty dollars in his pocket. 


That the death was premeditated, 


and the result of bis own acts was 
further proved by the way In which 
everything had been 
arranged for 


tbe death 
He had rolled the low«- 


cnt of a large tree under the limb 
of the smaller one. and climbing 
upon It, had tied tbe rope about the 
upper limb. 
He had placed a pair
